H  aeaemiag  the  whole  ooet  of  psbli#  improve¬ 
ment*  upas  lands  in  the  vichtity  of  each 
Improvements. 

The  potato  decided  war*  that  it  la  not 
within  the  Oonetitationel  power  of  th* 
Legielatore  to  impose  as  a  tax  upon  the 
owner*  ol  adjacent  property  for  any  more 
ofthecoetofa  public  improvement  than 
1*  *qa*l  to  the  bmrilt  which  etaok  proper¬ 
ty  ileeervai  from  the  improvement. 

That  to  the  extent  of  which  aUeh  adja¬ 
cent  property  deserves  a  special  or  panic 
alar  benefit  irom  the  public  improvement 
th*  owaen  may  be  required  to  pay  fa*  it, 
but  all  coate  In  excess  of  the  benefit  must 
be  borne  by  the  public  at  large,  and  any 
legislative  act  contrary  to  this  ia  unconsti¬ 
tutional. 

It  follow*  from  this  that  the  provision* 
of  the  city  charter  which  require  the  total 
cost  of  street  improvement*,  sewers,  Ac-  to 
be  paid  by  owaen  of  the  adjoining  proper¬ 
ty  are  unconstitutional. 

The  immediate  effect  of  this  decision  is 
to  vacate  ths  assessment  for  the  Broad  at. 
pavement,  and  in  similar  case*  to  vacate 
■lesmmaati  levied  in  other  parts  of  the 
Bute.

Nswartru  Po*tau  a  in  th*  Houbb  of 
Hxrxxsx  htativx*. — U nder  the  euapenaleo 
of  i he  rule*,  the  House  passed  a  bill  provid¬ 
ing  for  the  free  transmission  of  newspaper 
exchangee  through  the  mails,  and  for  the 
free  distribution  of  newspaper*  within  the 
county  of  their  publication,  but  not  by 
carrier*.  The  vote  bj  which  this  bill  waa 
pnseed  was  yeas  178,  nays  4L  The  mem¬ 
bers  from  the  country  districts  were  aimoet 
unanimous  in  favor  of  this  preposition,  as 
the  pressure  from  the  rural  publishers  has 
been  very  great.

The 
young  woman  waa  induced  to  go  through 
a  sham  death  and  funeral  which  the  doc¬ 
tor  reported  and  gave  a  certificate  of  as 
real,  bricks  being  substituted  however  for 
her  body  in  th*  coffin  before  interment, 
Prevarications  in  the  Doctor's  statement* 
to  lbe  Insurance  Company  about  consult 
ing  physicians  excited  suspicion*  and  in 
duced  the  disinterment  of  the  the  coffin 
and  the  exposure  of  the  fraud.  The  par¬ 
ties  have  all  been  arrested. 


A  YOUNG  LA  DIRS  SCHOOL  AT 
MONTCL  SIR. 

When  anything  of  excellent  quality 
seems  liable  to  miaa  being  fnlly  ap¬ 
preciated,  because  its  owner  is  too  mod 
cat  to  push  it  into  notoriety,  I  think  that 
it  ie  a  kind  of  doty  for  those  who  know 
it*  merit  to  make  it  knows  to  others.  It 
happen*  that  one  of  the  moat  excellent  in 
atitution*  in  this  eiclnity  ia  conducted  by 
one  of  the  most  modest  sad  unpretentious 
of  men — I  mean  Mr.  Rodman’s  school  for 
yoong  ladles  ia  Montclair.  I  suspect  that 
many  of  onr  people  hardly  appreciate  Ite 
□□common  excellence*,  because  Its  conduc¬ 
tor  Is  totally  without  ths  disposition  te 
praise  and  push  it  into  notice.  I  want  te 
give  my  testimony  to  some  of  ite  peculiar 
merits.  It  would  be  qnita  unnecessary.  In 
(liia  community,  te  any  anything  ia  general 
terms  aboat  the  high  character  and  genu 
Ins  culture  of  Mr.  Rodman.  But  as  a 
teacher  he  has  certain  gifts  which  are  rare 
even  among  men  of  culture  and  character. 
Ite  lias  th*  faculty  which  bavosid  any 
other  marVs  tha  bora  teacher,  of  arooeing 
a  love  of  knowledge  for  ite  own  sake. 
fHtcarriing  all  rivalry  aad  other  artMMal 
stimulus,  ha  saerms fully  cultivates  In  his 
pupil*  the  desire  to  know,  th*  aertvs  taste 
for  stevetad  subject*,  which  ia  ths  root  of 
all  trns  mental  growth,  as  wall  as  aa  en¬ 
nobling  Influence  upon  character.  H« 
trains  their  mind*  to  independent  action 
They  are  constantly  lad  to  stwdy  ths  reason 
of  thing*,  and  not  to  rvtt  blindly  on  autho¬ 
rity,  uvea  tha  authority  of-  the  teacher 
Mtneelf.  In  a  word  Mr.  Rodmaa’a  system 
ia  that  of  true  education,  as  distinguished 
from  ermmminy  At  ths  maa*  time,  he  la 
exceedingly  thorough  la  that  close  drill  of 
the  facto  It  toe  which  son*#  mlijecta  require. 
In  Latin,  for  Instance,  bis  scholar*  show  * 
mastery  of  ths  difficult  foam*  whtoh  oali 
III*  most  faithful  training  can  giro,  j 
think  tills  combination,  Is  on*  mas's  iD 
■t ruction,  of  awakening  the  lor*  of 
knowledge,  training  tbs  mind  to  Inde¬ 
pendent  action,  *ikT  developing  accuracy 
and  rinse  application,  to  oontathtag  very 
unusual.  The  fruits  of  it,  as  sssa  i*  tire 
nrnprres  of  Mr.  Rodman's  .aehoisre,  will 
justify  all  that  I  have  said  Tbs  moral 
influence  of  the  arbool  to  pare  aad  stovat- 
ing  In  a  corresponding  degree.

Ik*  town,  aa  I  stated  ia  ary 
handsomely  laid  out.  ths  street*  generally 
wide  and  at  right  angle*,  with  many  l*nd- 
soms  residences,  and  ground*  arresged 
with  great  test*.  Government  street  ia 
particularly  baantifbl.  in  fact  I  think  the 
finest  In  th*  city.  Tbs  mildness  of  the 
climate  ia  winter,  favoring  tb*  growth  in 
open  air  of  maay  plants  which  with  u*  at 
tb*  North  can  only  be  Safely  kept  tn  tha 
green  boas*,  here  are  cultivated  la  the 
open  ground.  Japonic**,  A  Salima,  Jas¬ 
mines,  Rosea,  etc.,  now  in  fall  bloom,  of  a 
stoa  sad  richness  of  eotoriow  that  weald 
gladden  ths  heart  of  the  most  enthusiastic 
floriculturist.  Th*  drives  In  the  tulmrb* 
are  very  pleasant ;  tho  moot  on  to  ua,  is  the 
shell  road  skirting  the  shore*  of  the  Bay, 
and  through  the  famed  magnolia  ffsove, 
the  tree*  of  which  line  th#  shore  for  the 
dlstaoco  of  two  miles.  They  are  ever¬ 
green,  aad  ia  their  beauty  aboat  Maj, 
when  tha  fragrance  exhaled  from  thru 
Monosn  laden*  the  sir  with  delicious  per 
(bine.  We  mi  et  also  with  large  quantities 
of  Spanish  moss,  hanging  in  graceful  fc* 
toons  from  the  tree*  and  adding  much  to 
tho  beauty  of  the  ocenery.  Several  country 
■eats  are  passed  on  the  road,  the  ground* 
of  which,  although  showing  neglect,  are 
filled  auk  a  great  variety  of  tropical  ever 
greens,  notably  the  bitter  orange,  now 
loaded  with  Its  rich  golden  fruit,  delight 
ing  the  eye  aad  making  a  pleasant  feature 
in  the  landscape. 

The  city  is  well  supplied  with  churohe*. 
and  might  with  tone  truth  be  called  the 
“ City  of  Churches,”  The  Presbyterian, 
Episcopal,  Baptist,  Methodist,  Roman 
Catholic  are  all  represented.  The  Baptist 
church  on  8t.  MkhacTt  street  ia  thought 
to  be  the  finest  ;  it  certainly  has  a  beauti¬ 
ful  tapering  spire  reaching  far  towards  the 
clouds.  The  Presbyterian  Church,  on 
Government  street.  Is  also  a  handsome  edi¬ 
fice  ol  ths  Grecian  order  ot  architecture. 
Ths  clergy  appsar  te  be  earaeet  sod  active, 
and  minister  to  largo  congregations.  I 
could  not  but  notice  with  regret  the  omis¬ 
sion  *1  th*  services  I  attended  of  the  usual 
prayer  for  tbs  Preaidant  of  tb*  United 
States  end  ail  to  authority ;  it  coaid  hard¬ 
ly  have  been  occidental. 

The  public  buildings  are  not  very  pre 
taotfoaa  iu  style  ;  tbs  finest  to  that  devot¬ 
ed  to  the  as*  of  tha  Caefcra  House,  Post 
Office,  and  United  Slates  Court*.  It  to  a 
massive  structure  of  Main*  granite,  gad 
all  arraagsd  for  tb*  purposes  for  which  it 
to  used.
